Commission Accepts Bid 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, April 11, 
at the Courthouse in Enterprise and 
held a brief, but very active meeting. 
The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. with all commissioners pre- 
sent except Marvin Bowden. Present 
were Rex Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Billy 
Eagerton, Charlie Mack Martin, and 
Eugene Bradley, along with commission 
chairman Marion Brunson, clerk 
Brunease Winston and county engineer 
Frank Charlton. 
After adopting the minutes of the 
previous meeting, bids were opened on 
materials for the County Hwy. Dept and 
for the paving of the Moates Road. 
Bids on ‘‘crushed stone’’ were listed 
in various sizes of stone, with the 
contract split between Southern Stone 
and Vulcan Materials, The only other 
bidder was Southeast Materials. 
TMA Forest Products and Treated 
Timber Products were the lone bidders 
on timber products and both received a 
portion of the contract. 
The paving bids were received from 
Wiregrass Construction  -$36,830, 
Alabama Asphalt -$44,080 and Hooper 
Inc. -$29,580, with the low bid from 
Hooper being accepted. The commission 
discussed the possibility of purchasing 
the materials and then letting a con- 
tractor put down the material; however, 
it was decided it would be cheaper to 
simply award the entire project. 
Mr. Bill Hughes, of the Soil Con. 
servation Service, told the commission 
of two maintenance projects underway 
and requested the county aid in upkeep 
of two roads. He explained that since 
work had been done on the Dewey 
Johnson Road in 1979 a serious erosion 
problem had arisen. According to 
Hughes, if a portion of the road is not 
treated with an *‘All Weather"’ surface, 
it will be little more than a gully by the 
year 2000. The cost to place the 
treatment on 6 miles of Johnson Road 
and 2 miles of East Griffin Road (a road 
recently reworked) was estimated to be 
$10,941. Hughes reminded the com- 
mission the Soil Conservation Service 
had already invested over $180,000 in 
roadbank stabilization on the two roads, 
and that under the original agreement 
the commission had agreed to keep the 
roads serviced. 
Hughes also stated that failure to 
comply with the original agreement 
could affect future project funding. 
rhe commission stated that if the 
construction estimates were correct it 
would do the work requested as soon as 
possible. 
County Supt. of Education John W. 
Vaughan was a guest at Monday's 
meeting and he requested the county fill 
in a ditch in front of the New Hope 
School and do grading work on a drive 
at Project Independence. The com- 
mission stated it would provide minor 
maintenance whenever possible and 
instructed Vaughan to keep the gounty 


detailed report showing the caseload 
handled by his department in both 
District and Circuit Court, and broke 
down the cases into specific categories. 
“The burden on us is in District Court,”’ 
declared Sheriff Paul, ‘‘as is shown by 
these charts.”’ 

The charts compared Coffee County 
with surrounding counties in areas of 
population and size, then noted the 
deputies on staff in each county. 
According to the charts, Dale County 
and Covington County have more 
deputies than Coffee, despite being 
comparable in population and size, a 
fact the sheriff pointed out. 

“Due to the high number of papers 
to be served in cases (17,309 in 1982), 
overtime hours must be put in,’’ said 
Paul. ‘‘The commission instructed me 
to give time off as compensation for 
overtime, but it can’t be done! From the 
point of the budget, where do my men 
stand as far as overtime is concerned?”’ 

The commission appointed com- 
missioners Boutwell and Bradley, as 
well as Judge Brunson, to serve on a 
committee to discuss the problem and 
report back at the next meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission:

***heard Bill Hughes report funds may 
be forthcoming to allow finalizing 
roadbank work on Hwy.

***was commended by Supt. John W- 
Vaughan for keeping the dirt roads 
passable to school buses, and the 
county building grounds clean;

County Men Go To Court

Jerry Hutto pleaded guilty to con- 
spiracy to commit second degree theft 
and was sentenced by District Judge 
Gary McAlily to a one-year suspended 
sentence with three years probation, 
ordered to pay a $450 fine and make 
restitution for his share of the livestock 
taken. 

According to reports, State Live- 
stock Investigator, Frank Chirico 
testified that the court case centered 
around the theft of five hogs stolen from 
the farm of Joe McDaniel. The hogs, 
valued at $1,026.71, were reportedly

School Board Bails Out 
Ailing Athletic Dept. 


The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday night with all members 


. present. Chairman Paul King presided. 


After approval of payment of 
monthly bills, Superintendent John 
Osburn informed board members that 
the system had been operating in the 
black every month this year, in spite of 


» the state’s proration. He noted that last 


year at this time the system had been in 
the black only one month. Osburn said, 
“1 expect it to remain on the positive 
side of the ledger for the month of April, 
but after that, | don’t know.”’ 

It is still uncertain as to the amount 
of bond money Elba will receive from 
the state on the latest bond issue. 
Osburn explained that the asbestos 
cleanup had confused the figures on this 
money, but he expected to get some if 
not all of the alloted funds. Due to this 
and other unknowns, ‘‘the renovation of 
the high school is on hold.’’ 

High School Principal Lamar Foiey 
reported to the board on the financial 
condition of the high school athletic 
program. Foley told board members 
that the athletic fund was $6,312.35 in 
the hole, and this was an accumulation 
of several years with the deficit being 
paid out of the General Fund (soft drink, 
cookie, etc.). He explained that football 
- and this year basketball - had paid 
their way and a little more, but boys and 
girls baseball, and girls basketball don’t 
pay their own expenses. 

Foley and Osburn told board 


«members that additional problems exist 


with the football program now. The 
programs have attracted additional boys 


City Council 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening in a meeting postponed from 
the previous Monday. All were present 
except Councilman Charles Kennett 
who was out of town on business. 

Police Chief Dick Reeves told city 
officials that the emergency 911 
telephone system would be in effect this 
weekend. He also presented copies of 
the monthly activity report of 
complaints, crimes and their 
disposition. The report gives the 
offenses reported for the month, year to 
date, and compares it with the same 
period last year. In, addition to giving 
the type offense and disposition, the 
report breaks down the work done by 
the police officer and includes a sheet 
revealing the total number of hours 
spent on each type police activity. The 
patrol cars traveled 13,095 miles during 
the month. 

The final page is a monthly report of 
the animal control unit (dog catcher) 
and the report indicates 203 complaints 
were answered, with 57 dogs and seven 
cats being impounded, Eleven of these 
animals were sold, 45 destroyed and 
one stolen. The unit traveled 1935 miles 
completing this work. 

Reeves introduced three prospective 
new police officers to the city council. 
They are Freddie D. Briggs, formerly 
of Troy; Stephen F. McGowen, formerly 
of Andalusia; and Wendell ‘‘Buddy”’ 
Ammons of Elba. All three must 
complete training at the police academy 
within the time allowed by Alabama law 
or cease serving as armed police 
officers. 

Jeff Cowen was approved as the new 
superintendent of the Street Depart- 
ment to replace J.C. Stuckey, who has 
indicated to Mayor Bob English he 
intends to retire. Cowen is currently 
employed with the Water and Electric 
Department. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lanny Bryan, whose 
home on Johnson Street burned several 
weeks ago, appeared before the council 
and requested permission to park a 
double-wide mobile home on their lot 
which is zoned R-1. The council agreed 
for the police department to survey the 
neighborhood for feelings on the 
matter, since there were two other 
mobile homes in the immediate area. 
This information would then be passed 
on to the zoning board for action. 
Councilman John W. Sharpless made 
the motion and it passed unanimously. 


Bills totaling $12,316 were approved 
for payment by the council. English told 
council members that purchase of 
recreational equipment, insurance, 
rebuilding an engine and summer 
uniform shirts for the police combined 
to cause the accounts payable to jump 
upward. Councilman Sonny Inman 
noted he had reviewed the bills and 


and there are not enough uniforms 
to outfit all the youths. This year there 
were 52 boys out for spring training in 
the high school, and 60 boys out for 
spring training in Jr.High. Osburn 
explained that to sustain this many boys 
in the program, additional uniforms and 
safety equipment must be acquired. 
“Getting this needed equipment is 
going to take money,’’ Osburn said. He 
recommended transfer of $4000 to the 
General account (where $6000 has 
already been used for the athletic 
program) and reserving $2000 for 
purchase of equipment needed in the 
Jr. High football program. 

The board approved these 
recommendations after strong concern 
about making sure ALL equipment was 
turned back in at the end of the season, 
and also suggesting that any future 
uniform purchases be in the school 
colors of Black and Gold, or change the 
school colors. 

Osburn reviewed the plan to 
‘implement a basic skills remediation 
program in light of the pending 
Alabama High School Graduation 
Examination.’ In other words this 
would be a tutoring program for 
students who appeared to be about to 
fail the required statewide graduation 
test. 

Osburn reported that he was 
formulating a program to purchase 
micro-computers for the schools. He 
said he was ‘‘well on the way to being 
able to use the computers in an 
instructional mode.’’ He explained that 
a special type grant was available to 


Elba to fund the purchase of at least ten 
of these modern machines and teachers 
were already taking night classes to 
qualify as teachers of the introductory 
course. 

Board member Mrs. Gladys 
Yelverton, representing the Ebony Las 
Donas Club, requested in writing that 
her club be allowed to use a portion of 
the abandoned ‘‘Mulberry Heights 
school facility for its monthly club 
meetings and also for sponsoring 
community service projects, such as ~ 
basic skills for local youth, aerobic 
classes, arts and crafts classes and 
others." 

Mrs. Yelverton said she also 
planned to apply for a special federal 
grant to offer educational help to 
community youths during the summer 
months. 

The board voted to allow the rent on 
the same formal basis as the gym is 
leased to Dorsey Trailers, with the lease 
being in writing and the annual lease 
being $1. 

Osburn told board members that 
continuing problems with leaks in the 
vocational building would force them to 
spend a considerable amount of money 
in the near future. He said patching one 
place only caused the water to go 
somewhere else and leak into the 
facility. 

Osburn then did what he said would 
be a monthly matter when he went on 
the record as commending members of 
the faculty and students who have done 
something outstanding during the past 
month. 


Hears Report On Police 


the city was referred to the library board 
for study and possible action. Bruce had 
approached the city on the matter 
earlier in the day. According to 
information given to council members, 
the lot has no access to a public street, 
but is directly behind the library and 
Bruce’s house. 

English reported to the council that 
cash in the bank was at $226,000, but 
the monthly bills would reduce that 
immediately.

Reapportionment Means 
New Elections This Fall 


A three-judge federal panel has 
approved the Alabama legislature's 
reapportionment plan adopted during a 
February special session; however, in 
approving the ‘plan the panel also 
ordered Alabama to hold new elections 
this year for every House and Senate 
seat. 

The panel ruled that the districts in 
the 1982 elections violated the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965, and also violated a 
State Constitution prohibition against 
legislative districts crossing county 
lines. In issuing the order, the panel 
did not set a date for the fall elections 
and did not specify whether the 
legislators elected this year would serve 
for three or four years, leaving the state 
officials pondering their future. 

The panel did rule that all terms now 
being served will expire on December 
31, 1983. Under this ruling, if new 
elections are held in November, the 
terms of the new legislators, which 
began the day after the election, would 
overlap with the current legislators. 

Statewide elections cost approxi- 
mately $1 million, according to 
Secretary of State Don Siegelman, and 


could cost $3-4 million if party primaries 
are held. 

“Iam very much displeased the 
elections must be held again,’’ said 
Rep. Jimmy Holley, ‘‘but at the same 
time | am delighted that the committee | 
served on, and the legislature, passed a 
reapportionment plan that was 
acceptable to the federal courts. It 
marked the first time in the history of 
the state the legislature was able to 
reapportion itself.’’ 

‘I feel the electorate in the state 
spoke at the last election and elected 
representatives for a four-year term,”’ 
added Holley. ‘‘It will be a very 
expensive election and cause contro- 
versy in areas where incumbents must 
run against each other."’ 


Under the plan approved by the 
panel, nine House members and 12 
senators will run against other 
incumbents, including Sen. Crum 
Foshee. The new Senate district covers 
Coffee, Covington and Escambia 
Counties, which means Sen. Reo 
Kirkland of Escambia County and 
Foshee will compete for the same seat. 


Elba Police Chief To Resign 


Mayor Bob English confirmed late 
Wednesday that Police Chief Dick 
Reeves has resigned his position 
effective May 13, 1983. According to 
English, Reeves submitted his resigna- 
tion about noon yesterday 
[Wednesday]. 


Reeves told THE ELBA CLIPPER 
that the surprise resignation was 
prompted by plans to enter the fleld of 
private Investigation in Montgomery. In 
spite of his previous Intentions to 
remain in Elba at least until the 
completion of the term of the present 
mayor and council, Reeves sald 
continued requests by Montgomery and 
south Alabama lawyers that he enter 


Investigations, Inc., will be formed. 
within the next 30 days and will deal 
primarily with civil investigations for 
lawyers, but will handle some criminal 
work, 

Reeves sald this now venture was a 
challenge and something new and 
exciting as well as financially enticing. 
He sald he never would have left Elba 
for another police department, and in 
fact has firmly turned dewn several 
attractive offers from other cities since 
coming to Elba.

Probably they want to launch 
some more give-away programs and not worry about 
balancing the budget. We favor leaving the tax cut right 
where it is and balancing the budget some other way . . . like 
cutting the flow of news releases to the nation’s newspapers, 
TV stations and radios. Especially cut the ones that roll on 
about promotions of career employees that no one has ever 
heard of, etc. 


The Elba school system is apparently going to be offering a 
course in computers as soon as the next school year. 
Superintendent John Osburn told the school board last week 
that he had the plan ready and thought he had cornered some 
‘“‘earmarked money”’ to fund the purchase of the machines. 
We are excited over this possibility as those complicated 
machines are going to be more and more a part of our 
everyday lives and the youngsters of today will be almost as 
lost without knowledge of them as we would be without being 
able to read. 


There is another proposal for a dog track in Macon County.

However we do shudder at all the crooked 
minds that such an operation draws like a magnet. Regardless 
of our efforts, there is surely to be a crook who will work his 
way into the operation and skim off some of the cream either 
under the table or as some high sounding ‘‘agent’’.

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Zion Chapel One

“The church is growing 
Spiritually, as well as 
physically,’’ says Ben 
Amlong, pastor of Zion 
Chapel Baptist Church. - 

Amlong’s claims are not 
unfounded either. After 
relating the story of a young 
man who had spent one 
evening in his home 
“rejoicing in the Lord,”’ 
Amlong revealed that five 
people, including that young 
man, would be participants 
in a baptismal service 
Sunday. 


Zion Chapel Missionary 
Baptist Church, as it was 
originally called, is one of the 
oldest churches in the 
county. Some give the date 
of organization as 1880, 
though the church was 
formally admitted to the Pea 
River Association in the 
annual meeting at Hebron on 
October 3, 1888. 

The church had some 
distinguishing characteris- 


tics in the early days. 
Though common with some 
Baptist churches of that day, 
it is interesting to note that 
Zion Chapel practiced ‘‘foot 
church 


washing’’ as a 


ordinance. Also, church 
discipline was very strict. 
Minutes of a church con- 
ference note a member was 
dismissed from the church 
“for heresy and departing 
from the faith.’’ This usually 
meant a member had gone to 
another church or 
denomination. 

Back then the pastor was 
often given ‘‘a chicken 
instead of a check.’’ And he 
was probably glad -- 
examples of some of the 
offerings were $7.85, $4.83, 
$4.15 and $5.50. 

Conditions are consid- 
erably better now. Total 
receipts five years ago 
totaled over $30,000. The 
building which now houses 
the church was constructed 
in 1959; additions to the 
building, mainly constituted 
in interior decor and fur- 
nishings, were made in 1967.

AHSAA Reclassification System Will Have Major 
Change On Elba High School Athletic Teams 


The Alabama High 
School Athletic Association 
has completed its bi-annual 
reclassification of all state 
high schools, and while to 
will allow the member 
schools to choose from two 

d alignments. Elba 
High School’s days of com- 
peting as a 3A school will 
soon be over. 


**Schools in all classes are 
reclassified every two 
years,’’ explained Mr. 
Bubba Scott, Executive 
Director of AHSAA, ‘‘and 
this reclassification will 
take effect in 1984 to give the 


schools time to adjust their 
schedules. The classes are 
based on average daily 
attendance at the end of the 
fourth month in the top three 
gtades, plus any ninth- 
graders who passes three 
subjects but were retained in 
a 9th grade homeroom.”’ 
“This year the schools 
have been divided into two 
proposed divisions,’’ added 
Scott, ‘‘and the schools will 
hold District meetings at 
which each school can ex- 
press its thoughts on which 
proposal it would prefer. The 
state board will then meet on 
Wednesday, April 20 and 
formally adopt one of the 
proposed alignments. The 
school’s reactions and wishes 
will be closely followed.’’ 
One proposal would be to 
continue with the current 4 
classes and also continue the 
area and region set-up in the 
state playoffs. Under the new 
classifications, there would 
be 125 schools in 1A, 115 in 
2A, 108 in 3A and 68 in 4A. 
The new schools in each class 
would total 46 and would 
bring a new look to several 
areas. New 1A schools would 
include Georgianna, Florala, 
Cold Springs, Catholic, St. 
Jude, White Plains, 
Straughn, Sunshine, Gaston, 
Russell, Autaugaville, D.C. 
Wolfe, Bridgeport, Goshen, 
Calhoun and Holy Family. 
New schools in the 2A 
ranks would include: Wilcox 
County, Pike County, T.R.

As the proposals are 
listed. Elba would be in for a 
new, and interesting, foot- 
ball life beginning in 1984. 


Alabama Football Schedule 
Has Date Changes 


The Alabama Crimson 
Tide’s football magnetism 
has been rewarded by the 
CBS-TV and CBS-TV 
networks in a joint announce- 
ment with Alabama athletic 
director and head football 
coach Ray Perkins that two of 
Alabama’s games next fall 
will be shown nationally. 

The two games- Boston 
College and Auburn- have 
necessitated a change in the 
Alabama schedule. 

Alabama’s game with 
Boston College, which or- 
ginally was scheduled for 
Oct. 22 at Foxboro, Mass., 
will be played at ap- 
proximately 1:00 p.m. EST, 
Friday, Nov. 25, while the 
Auburn game will be moved 
from Noy. 26 to Dec. 3 at 
Birmingham. 

The CBS-TV network will 
televise the Boston College 
game, while ABC-TV will 
showcase the Auburn game. 

**We're extremely happy 
we could work things out so 
we could get both of those 
games on national 
television,’’ said Perkins. 
‘We feel this is in the best 
interest of both the 
University of Alabama and 
our football program and it is 
a great honor for our team to 
be on national TV two weeks 
in a row.”’ 

Not only is the change of 
schedule a sound one 
financially, but a strategic 
one as well for coach Perkins, 
The change of the Boston 
College game now gives the 
Tide an open date between 
Southeastern Conference 
toughies Tennessee and 
Mississippi State and 
eliminates a long, three week 
period from Southern 
Mississippi game and the 
Dec. 3 date with Auburn. 

“That definitely will be 
an advantage for us to have 
an open date following our 
fifth game,’ said Perkins. 
“at will come at a time when 
we probably can use some 
rest and get ready for the last 
half of our schedule."’ 

Alabama football has

FIRE ANTS 

I guess fire ants are going 
to be with us for a number of 
years, and there are a lot of 
reasons for this. Some 
research shows that up to 
70,000 little ants are 
produced in just one mound 
in a year. They work and 
multiply around the clock. 
The queen ant sometimes 
lives as long as 15-20 years in 
the same mound producing 
around 1% million ants in 
her life time. The repro- 
ductive ability of even one 
queen ant during her life 
time is almost unbelieveable! 

Several materials are 
available for controlling the 
fire ant, but one of the most 
effective is Amdro which is 
used by homeowners with 
good results. This material 
is taken into the mound by 
worker ants and is eaten by 
the queen. Amdro is not a 
contact killer but is used as a 
food which contains a slow 
acting poison. Contact 
poisons are also on the 
market, and they give some 
control depending on condi- 
tions. 


CORN 
Due to rainy weather 
Coffee County corn 


producers haven't planted 
nearly as much corn as they 
normally do. Of course, the 
PIK program has taken out 
several thousand acres. 
Growers who are trying to 
plant are having a tough 
time. 

I saw a beautiful stand of 
corn on the Lelon and Allen 
Weeks Farm in the Holley’s 
Store community near 
Kinston this week. This corn 
was planted a little over 314 
weeks ago and is up almost 
half hand high. 

Last year Coffee County 
farmers planted about 18,000 
acres of corn and harvested 
about 15,000 acres. This 
corn averaged 58 bushels per 
acre. The average for the 
state of Alabama this year 
was 66 bushels per acre. I 
believe that was a record 
yield.

He mentioned the 
importance of calibrating 
sprayers and checking

that a lot of Wiregrass 
farmers are putting out the 
proper amount of herbicide 
in the recommended amount 
of water. However, in many 
cases too much herbicide is 
put out by one nozzle and not 
enough is being put out by 
This causes a 
streaked effect in the field.

FUSIFORM RUST 

Pine trees that are 
affected with fusiform rust 
will be showing large swollen 
places on the trunk covered 
with bright orange spores. 
This disease does a lot of 
damage to young pines, 
usually under 8 or 9 years 
old. When this disease 
attacks the trunk of a tree, it 
causes a scar that weakens 
the trunk. If the tree 
survives this disease, the 
chances of wind breaking if 
off are greatly increased. 

There is no economical 
treatment for this. The 
spores from a pine tree will 
not infect another pine. 
These spores from a pine go 
to an oak tree and infect the 
oak leaves and the spores 
from the oak leaves then 
come back and infect pines. 

My suggestion would be 
that if the disease is on a 
limb, just prune the limb off 
and destroy it. If it com- 
pletely surrounds the trunk 
of the tree, it will probably be 
best to cut the tree down. 


FERTILIZING SHRUBS 

When you plant new 
shrubs, it’s best not to 
fertilize them for one year. 
They've usually had enough 
fertilizer from the nursery to 
last that long. 

For shrubs that you've 
had more than a year, fer- 
tilize in March, May and July 
with one tablespoon or less of 
fertilizer per foot of height. 
Don’t fertilize azaleas and 
other spring flowering 
shrubs until after they 
flower. Be sure to distribute 
fertilizer evenly to avoid 
burning the shrub. Sprinkle 
the fertilizer on top of the 
mulch or soil and water it in 
thoroughly. 

More shrubs are lost from 
too much fertilizer than from 
too little, so be careful. Use 
regular soil tests to find out 
what nutrients the soil 
needs.

Dacthal and Treflan are 
two herbicides that can be 
used for grass control on late 
peas and beans, Treflan is 
usually applied prior to 
planting and is incorporated 
into the upper three inches of 
soil, ; 

Dacthal is usually applied 
to the soil surface after the 
crops have been seeded. 

Both these materials give 
good control of most annual 
grasses that arise from seed, 
as well as many small-seeded 
broadleaf weeds that emerge 
from the upper inch of soil. 

They work best in areas 
where grasses are the prin- 
ciple weed problem. 

Treflan comes as emulsi- 
fiable concentrate and as a S 
percent granule. Dacthal 
comes as 50 percent and 75 
percent wettable powder and 
a 5 percent granule. Both 
are available in small 
packages for garden use. 
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SLEEVE NOTCHES 

Have you experienced 
difficulty in determining 
which sleeve goes into which 
armhole? Remember this: 
one notch always indicates 
the front sleeve; two notches 
identifies the back sleeve. 
Match notches to bodice 
notches, and you’ll never put 
a sleeve in backwards. 

One observation I've 
made recently when making 
skirts is that one notch at the 
waistline indicates the front, 
and two notches tell me it is 
the back skirt. This helps, 
especially when you're 
taking the pattern off and 
both front and back skirts are 
almost alike. 


SPOT REDUCING 

There’s no such thing as 
spot reducing. I wish there 
was, for I could use a spot 
reducing technique below 
the waist and above the 
knees. 

Losing weight requires us 
to burn more calories than 


* we eat, and we burn the most 


calories by using the most 
muscles. When we do lose 
weight, we lose it from 
wherever it was stored in the 
first place -- which may or 
may not be in the area we are 
trying to reduce. 

It is true that muscles 
that get a lot of exercise will 
become stronger and firmer, 
but this does not mean that 
spot reducing will make us 
look more sleek. If we aren’t 
losing weight, the thickness 
of the fat layer covering the 
muscles remains the same. 
Firm or not, the muscles 
aren't close enough to the 
skin to give us a smooth, 
attractive look. Remember -- 
spot reducing has little value 
because it doesn’t aim at 
reducing your fat. 


CHILDREN AND TV 

If you worry about how

The Elba Recreation Board held its

Foshee To Seek Re-Election, 


Kirkland Still Undecided 


The recent ruling by a three-judge 
federal panel that ordered new elections 
for all House and Senate seats in 
Alabama could mean that Coffee 
County will be in for a summer of 
politics! 

The order, which followed court- 
ordered reapportionment of all House 
and Senate districts, left residents in 
Coffee, Covington and Escambia 
Counties with two incumbents - Sen. 
Crum Foshee of Andalusia and Sen, Reo 
Kirkland Jr. of Brewton. 

Sen. Foshee was reached by 
telephone at the state capitol Monday 
and stated he would seek re-election, 
while Sen. Kirkland, reached at his law 
office in Brewton, couldn't confirm his 
political plans. 

“| don’t like it one bit,’’ said Sen. 
Foshee, ‘‘and I wouldn't like it if there’ 
wasn't another incumbent; however, | 
will run again for the Senate and will 
begin campaigning as soon as possible. 
I was disappointed the judges saw fit to 
call another election because I feel the 
people have already spoken. I don’t 
know if I'll have any opposition or not, 
but I will run.” 

When asked about the current 
legislative session, which began on 
Tuesday, April 19, Foshee replied, ‘‘It 
could get over earlier than expected if 
an election date is announced, but of 
course no date as yet has been set. The 


legislators will try to rush through bills 
and do popular things in an attempt to 
get votes. It could be hectic!"’ 


For Sen. Kirkland, age 35, serving 
his second term, the new district 
boundaries greatly dilute his base of 
support. Kirkland’s former district 
included Escambia, Conecuh, Monroe, 
Clark and a portion of Washington 
County; but in the new plan the only 
holdover will be Escambia County. 

“I've got a number of options 
available,’’ stated Kirkland, ‘‘and I will 
weigh them all before making a 
decision. I could run for office, just 
practice law or establish my legal 
residence 15 miles north of my current 
residence and run in another district 
that includes two-thirds of my current 
district."’ 

“I disagree with the way the 
reapportionment plan was drawn,” 
continued Kirkland. ‘‘I believe it would 
have been better to adopt a patchwork 
plan and work just with those areas 
involved in the court ruling. Instead, 
this plan has messed up every legis- 
lative district in the state!”’ 

Sen. Kirkland hinted a decision 
would be made soon, and his decision 
could greatly affect the upcoming 
campaign in Coffee County. Until then, 
it’s just wait and see for voters and 
legislators alike.

continued,’’ Collier noted. ‘‘This is 
good for the company and good for the 
people who have been laid off,’’ he 
added, The firm has over 100 
distributors throughout the 48 states: 

“‘We hope our business, like others 
throughout the country, has turned 
around,’’ Collier said, referring to the 
drop in orders for trailers due to the 
worldwide recession. 

Collier was reluctant to comment on 
the actual number of trailers under 
contract at the present time, and the 
exact number to be built in the Elba 
plant was not immediately available; 
but he stressed that a_ sizeable 
percentage of the existing orders would 
be builtinElba, ‘‘Our backlog of orders 
at all locations is larger than it has been 
in several months,"’ said Collier. ‘‘The 
drop in interest rates has had a 
Significant effect on firms placing 
orders,’ he added. 

Dorsey has called back a significant 
number of laid-off employees in recent 
days and will be calling back others in 
the next two or three weeks. 

Personnel Director Mark Holt 
explained that the firm is calling back 
employees who have been laid off for as 
long as a year and a half, ‘‘It is expected 
that some former employees will -not 
return because they have found suitable 
employment elsewhere,"’ said Holt, 
“but we have enough _ trained 
employees on layoff to fill our current 
needs.’’ He continued with, ‘'These 
will be recalled prior to our filling any 
jobs with new applicants. These people 
have been good employees for us and 
have contributed to the success of 
Dorsey Trailers, and we surely are not 
going to abandon them now.” 

Collier reports that morale in the 
plant and relationship with the union 
has been excellent during the past year 
and he is optimistic it will continue with 
the upturn in the economy. He 
explained with a certain amount of 
obvious pride that management was 
committed to working more closely with 
all plant employees on_ personnel 
problems and those problems that affect 
production of Dorsey trailers. 

Collier noted the company was 
keeping abreast of the changes in the 
industry and in response to questions on 
ability to manufacture the new twin 
trailers that are causing considerable 
debate nationwide. He said, ‘The rules 
are still not clearly defined concerning 
doubles and we have no intention of 
violating the law; however, our facilities 
are such that we can manufacture 
trailers under any new specifications, 
once the equipment has been cleared 
for highway usage."’
